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Georgia 

DO you know wh«re Georgia is? 
No iir, this Georgia it no* 
SOUTH of South Caroline, but is 
jloeeted In the southern tip of Russia 
in Europe. Itt exact location ll in 
the Caucasian Mountain*, on the 
eastern there of the Black Sea, and 
west of Axerbeijan. 

The history of Georgia dates back 
long before Christ, for it has been 
estimated that people lived in this 
area 4,000 to 5,000 years ago. Al- 
though temporarily conquered and 
overrun at different times by the 
Arabs, the Turks, the Mongols, and 
the Persians, Georgia has lived 
through the ages and has been an 
independent kingdom for mora than 
2.000 yea's. It was in 1802, that 
Georgia lest its. independence and 
was absorbed into the Russian Em- 
ir* by Aleiander the Great. This 
appened because at that lima, 
Georgia w«i divided up into do- 
mains tulad over by princes, These 
princes often fought among thehv 
salves and the Queen, who recently 
married a Russian prince, looked to 
Aleiander to restore order. Alei- 
ander did restore ordet and an- 
nexed Georgie to Russie. In Octo- 
ber, 1917, when the Russian Empire 
fell, Georgia again declared its in 
dependence by forming the Repub 
ic of Georgie. In 1922, Georgia 
together with it 

Armenia and Azerbaijan formed the 
Transceucasian Federation of Soviet 
Republics. The republics ware later 
absorbed in the USSR (Union of 
Soviet Socialistic Republic!) each 
with its own autonomous govern- 
ment.
